Wftghlng^ton, May 20. — With every 
dispoeiUoD OQ the part ot the execu- 
tlT« to make tha pnaent war short, 
■harp and decisive, it is beginning to 
be realized that the sbortconxinga of 
our mtlitarjr aenrlce are so many tliat 
delays art ineTitable, and that much 
work will be necesary to put the na- 
il^ in efficient flgliting shape. 

Brery day brings forth some weak 
■pot that has to be strengthened or 
some hidden defect, such as the dis- 
covery at this late moment that every 
regular army officer who accepted a 
volunteer appointment would forfeit 
Us ooaraisslon In the regulars, and 
so become liable jto be left out ot the 
service entirely at the end of the war. 

Few offlcers cared to risk their fu- 
ture In that way, so a ruch was made 
towards congress to secure the neces- 
sary corrective legislation. Again it 
has been found that the equipment of 
the army, small as it is in comparison 
with the great aimy of the rebellion, 
is sadly lacking. 

Nearly a aoatb after the formal 
declaration ot war the war department 
purchased a number of shelter tents, 
and It has Just secured the hammocks 
that experts say are essential to exist- 
•nee in Cuba. 

To naiataln the army of MO.OOO 
men for six months will cost 130,000,- 
000, according to estimates prepared 
by Paymaster General Stanton, and 
the leadinc officials are beginning to 
fear that hostilities may mn along 
beyond this period. 

The reaflon is the growing convic- 
tion on the part of some of the offlcers 
that they aiust not reckon on any sub- 
stantial assistance from ths Cuban 
rsbels in this campaign, and moreover, 
must met the Spaniards In Cuba in 
their strongest spbsro, that of the de- 
fensive. 

Naval autborittea are relieved of a 
good deal of embarrassment by the 

consent of the French authorities at 
Martinique to allow the scouting ves- 
sel Harvard to remain in St Pierre 
ontil her re^n ar* completed. 

Work on the thre monitors Maho- 
pac, CanonlcuB and Manhattan, at 
League Island, has advanced so far 
that the department expects to have 
them in service within a week or two.

Will Ba Permitted to Join Army Cade* 
tha Tolaataer Aeu 

Washington, May 20.— A number of 
applications have been received at the 
adjutant general's office for copies of 
muster rolls with which to form the 
i^ucleus of national guard orgaaiza 
tions In the various states to tske the 
placf s of command.s absorbed by the 
recruiting In the volunteer army. 

These applicatiunii come from per- 
sons whose 'ntentions the department 
offlclals say may be all right, but who 
apparently fall to comprehend the pro- 
vision in the volunteer act bearing on 
the subject of the admission of new or- 
ganisations ot the volunteers shall be 
so recruited as to maintain them as 
near to their maximum strength as the 
president may de*m necessary, and no 
new organization is to be accepted into 
service from any state, unless the or- 
ganisations already In servlee are 
as near to their maximum strength of 
officers and enlisted men as the pres- 
ident decides shall be the case. 

This provision, it is explained, is in- 
tended to prevent a condition of affairs 
similar to that which existed in the 
war of the rebellion, when the veteran 
regiments, depleted by active service 
on the battlefield, were not recruited 
again to their full strength, but new 
regiments were constantly added to 
the army. 

This latter practice was reprehensi- 
ble in that it thrust raw and undis- 
ciplined men forward into new organ- 
izations, instead of recruiting them to 
the older and established veteran reg- 
iments. 

It Is pointed out that few. If any, of 
the reglmenta of tb« Totonteer army 

are recruited to their maximum 
strength, and that if additional volun- 
teers are called for they would be used 
first of all to bring these regiments 
up to the legal number provided bv 
law. Many of the regiments contain 
less than 1,000 men, whereaa their 
maximum strength is in the Casa of 
the infantry over 1,300 men. 

Another bad featura ot the admis- 
sion into the volunteer army ot the 
new orgsalsations is that it results in 
a proportion of officers to soldiers 
much larger than is contemplated by 
law, which will not occur if the men 
are recruited into the older regiments. 



Mora of Vraae*'* Parldy. 

St Pierre, Martinique, May 20.— The 
British steamer Twickenham, with 
2,000 tons of coal, has arrived at Fort 
de France. It is reported that a con- 
tract has been made with the Spanish 
government under- the terms of which 
the Twickenham is to furnish coal for 
a two months' basis at Fort de France. 
Tha French government has thus far 
refused to allow the Alicanta to coa' 
from the Twickenham, but the Span- 
ish consul has obtained permission for 
a five days' wait for the Twickenham 
beforo clsarlng at customs.

"The annual returns of the foreign 
trade of the empire of Japua" just re- 
ceived by tilt' !iui':i ) <,f statistics 
shows that the imports into Japan 
from the United States increased from 
IG.373.419 yen In 18!)(! to 'JT O.ICS.l? yen 
'i.i 1897. while her exports to the Unit- 
id States increased from 31,532,341 yen 
In 1806 to 62,436,404 yen in 1897.

The Railways Arranging to Carry the Neivs 
•f Vieteries aid Defeats. 



If plans under consideration are per- 
fected, 80 it ii annonnoed, the traina of 

the great railroads of the Tnited Stales 
will become disseminators ot war news, 
bearing at fastest speed newa of Amer- 
ican victories or defeats. The plan was 
liatched several days ago, and already 
some of the largeat raihfoads have agreed 
to take part in it 

It is proposed to cany the news to the 
country districts by means of flags flying 
from traini. For this purpoae, various 
pieces of banting will be prodded the 
train crews, and iur-tnu tion« as to the 
proper means of displaying them will be 
ieaned to all agents and dispatebeia. 
Codes exjilainiuK the sifjnal system will 
be d stributed by each road to the dis 
tricts through which it passes, in order 
that the people may be able to read the 
messa^^es.

On the llUh inet. while in Cuban watero, 
I wrote you a letter giving a brief ac- 
count otour niovemeiita up to that time. 
Wm. Scoville, of the New York World, 
came aboard and kindly offered to mail it 
for me. Hope yea have received it be- 
fore thie time. 

Well, to continue my narrative started 
in uiy other letter. After (Hir failure 
aud battle on the 13tb we put to sea for j 
• croise, intendioR to make another at- 
t -'iniit to make connection with the in- 
surgents and land our car^o on the early 
morniuK of the 14tb. We, of course, had 
the aid of two Kunboata— the ManninK 
and the Macliias, also that of two dis- 
patch tKMtte— the Wasp and the Hudson. 

By agreement they patrolled the coast 
in advance of us and we all met about 
ten milei off Havana. The result of 
their advance acoatingwaa that no insur- 
gents cotlld be fonnd anywhere near the 
place previously agreed upon for delivery 
Qf our carKo, but on the contrary they 
found the whole eoMt ooenpted by the 
Spanish troops. AfMr OV teasing them 
by cruising up and down the coast for 
three daya previooa within 200 miles 
either side of Havana it was no wonder. 

After consultation it was decided for 
our vessel to return to Key Weat, which 
we did, and for the gun boats of the 
blockading fleet to sail up and down the 
coast and bombard everything in sight. 
The Spanieh loea from the coast bom- 
bardment by our ships, of course, will 
never be known. 

On Saturday, the 14tb, we had inform- 
ation of our torpedo boat Winslow sailing 
around Cardenas harbor. The Win-low 
cut off a Spanish gunboat from Cardenas 
but alas ! ran too close to shoN Mid was 
shelled by a Spanish masked battery, 
considerably damaglnR the Winslow and 
killing Ensign Bagley and four sailors. 

Willie the battle between our torpedo 
boat and the Spanish was going on the 
attention of our guu boat, the Wilming- 
ton, w ai drawn to it and she immediately 
k went in for revenge, disabling the Span- 
iah boat, laying the masked battery in 
rains, sbolling, the city and furrounding 
country, and as I have heard complettly 
destroying the city by setting it afire.

WasbingtoD, May 20. — In response 
to the demand for information in re- 
gard to Cuba and Porto Rico tlie bu- 
rtan of fOrdgn oommeroo, department 
of state, issued a bulletin containing 
much interesting information drawn 
from consular reports and other (iff.clal 
data, concerning tbe geography pro- 
ducts, commerce, rallwaya, debt, oa> 
ties, etc.. of these Islands. 

It includes also detailed descriptions 
f f all the large cities. It is pointed out 
tbat if all the land suiUble to the 
growtk of sugar caao was deroted to 
tkat industry Cuba might supply the 
entire western hemisphere with sugar. 

Although settled more than 50 years 
before tbe United SUtea, Cuba still ba« 
11,000,000 acre* of prlaeral fbresti, In- 
eludiat nabogany, redwood, ebonjr and 
many other Taluable woods. 

In a report from Consul Hyatt the 
ricbnesa of tlie mineral deposiu about 
SaatlaiD do Cuba is pointed out 
American companies, with a combia- 
ed capital of (5.000,000, now operate 
mine* in this vicinity and employ from 
800 to 1,400 men, shipping to the Unlt- 
9t StatM from 80.000 to 60,000 tons of 
iron ore per month, most of it going 
to Bethlehem, Steelton, Sparrows 
Point and Pittaburg. 

The extent of the tolMcco and su- 
gar industries art glTMi la detail, al- 
though these hare suffered seriously 
as a result of the la«t three years of 
warfare. At)out SO, 000 of the Inhabi- 
tants are ordinarily engaged in the cul- 
tlTatloo of tobacco. The Cuban debt 
Is placed at $298,000,000, or about |»79 
per inhab itant
